Antitrust Suits Filed Against 17 
Large Investment Banking Firms —

WASHINGTON (#) — Attor- 
ney General Clark today announc- 
ed the filing of a civil antitrust 
suit against 17 of the largest in- 
vestment banking firms in New 
York. The suit charges a conspir- 
acy to monopolize the handling 
of securities issues. 

In addition, the government 
asks for dissolution of the invest- 
ment bankers association of Am- 
erica which maintains headquar- 
ters in Chicago. 

Clark told a news conference 
the suit is being filed in Federal 
district court for southern New 
York. 

He described the suit as “one 
of the largest and most important 
in the history of the anti-trust 
laws.” 

The complaint alleges that the 
17 banking firms “have conspired 
to restrain unreasonably and to 
monopolize the securitics business 
in this country by restricting, con- 
trolling and fixing the channels 
and methods, the prices, terms, 
and conditions upon which secur- 
ity issues are merchandised.” 

The securities were described in 
the suit as covering {‘stocks, notes, 
bonds, debentures, or other inter- 
est certificates.”

Increase Funds 
For Highway 


Fifty-five percent of all Cali- 
fornia highway funds is slated for 
expenditure in the thirteen South- 
ern California counties during the 
next five years as coinpared with 
the outlay of 43.7 percent that 
went for highway construction in 
the counties during the last thirty- 
four years. 

This comparison showing a fav- 
orable allotment of highway mon- 
ies to southern counties was made 
by Howard L. Way, chairman of 
the Southern California highway 
committee of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce, following 
an analysis by the state chamber’s 
group. 

Way said the analysis indicates 
combined funds to correct critical 
highway deficiencies and to con-

MOST EFFECTIVE ‘POLICE FORCE 
IN. BUILDING IS LABOR, CLAIM 


WASHINGTON (#)—A for- 
mer justice department economic 
adviser said that labor serves as 
“most effective policing force” in 


protecting interests of workers 
and builders in the construction 
industry. 


The statement was made by Cor- 
win D. Edwards, now economic 
professor at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, at the opening of a house 
labor sub-committee’s investiga- 
tion of restrictive practices in the | 
building trades. 

Chairman Gwinn (R-NY) said 
at the outset the committee's aims 
to find out how much of the na- 
tional housing shortage can be 
blamed on restrictions in the home 
building and the construction in- |} 
dustries. 

Edwards, who said he based | 
his testimony on his experience | 
with the justice department, told 
the group: | 

“Who takes the lead in carrying 
out restrictive agreements is acci- 
dental. Labor gets the headlines,
